The Geary law: Proves a 
Stumbling Block, 


If Heathens Would Register Grover’s

May 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Chinese question 
occupied the entire atténtion of the 
Cabinet at its mecting today. Before 
the Cabinet meeting Chief Justice Ful- 
ler, who dissented from the decision of 
the Suytremie Court, called at the White 
House and had a brief talk with’ the 
President, Subsequently the Chief 
Justice had an interview with Secretary 
Gresham. 

It is understood that the conclusion 
reached bythe Cabinet was that the 
law could not be enforced, for the 
reason that there is no money available 
forthe purpose. The act only carries 
an appropriation of $100,000. Secre- 


tary Carlisle showed that not more than 


$16,000 of thatsum remained. It is 
estimated that it would cost to deport 
all of the Chinese now in this country 
who have Bot complied with the law 
more than $6,000,000. This state- 
ment exhibited what one member of the 
Cabinet called the utter inability of the 
Government to give any effect to the 
law withont further action by Congress. 
NOTHING CAN BE DONE. 

Under the circumstances it is under- 
stood that mothing can be done, and it 
is said that there is littie, if any, prob- 
ability of thé Federal Government mak- 
ing any immediate effort of putting the 
law into effect. One of the prominent 
members of the Cabinet, who is re- 
garded as aman of great strength of 
character, made a broad assertion after 
the session, was over that the law is 
nothing short of a political scheme en- 
acted for political effect. He said, in 
fact, something about demagogy, 
and intimated that there had been a 
general hope among his associates that 
the court would be it to be unconsti- 


t na 


decision, as soon as the majority of the 
members of the court have determined 
upon. its exact phraseology, will be 
transmitted to the Chinese Minister, to 
be by him forwarded to his govern.

With no 
doubt as to the ¢constitutionality of the 
law, it is embarrassing not to be able to 
enforce it. If the Chinese would sim- 
ply accept the situation and comply 
with the law, it Would simplify matters, 
but the impression is that most of them 
will not do this, but will resist as long 
as possible. 

As tothe expense of enforcing the 
law, itis not by aby Means sure that, 
if Congsess were in session, the monéy 
would be appropriated. The effects of 
the Qhinese decision are far-reaching, 
an@ ipvolve, accerding to the views of ' 
many @{promats and naval officers, the 
severance of our diplomatic and com- 
mercial relations with the Chinese Em- 
pire. They are firm in the belief that 
the celestials wil] retaliate in kind 
against the United States in the event 
of the uoregistered Chinese being 
driven indiscriminately out of this 
country. 

AT THE NAVY DEPARTMENT. 

This is an extreme view of the situa- 
tion, bat that it is mot regarded as alto- 
gether an improbability is evidenced by 
the fact that the naval officers are con- 
sidering the questionin connection with 
the reorganization of the American 
squadron in Chinese waters. The orig- 
inal plan was tQ -gubstitute the steel 
cruiser Baltimore, for the wooden ship 
Lancaster as the flagship of the station. 
It is now thought it may be necessary 
to have a large fleet in Chinese waters.

with fraudulent certificates on arrival, 
and taking collateral from them when 
they landed in the United States for 
moneys advanced for passage. In fact, 
the Six Companies, it is asserted, have 
practically mortgages upon the labor of 
thousands of Chinese for years to come, 
and thatif they be now deported, in 
accordance with the decision of the 
Supreme Court, the Six Companies will 
lose hundreds of thousands of dollars 
advanced by them to Chinese immi- 
grants. 

Secretary Gresham was seen this 
morning, but declined to discuss the 
matter, stating that there is nothing 
new and nothing to talk about.

Senators Discuss Chinese Matters and she

New York, May 16.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| A oe paper has re- 
ceived authoritative information that 
the Six Companies had and still have 
agents at work throughout the 
country collecting $5 from every 
Chinaman on American soil. This 
collection ie independent of the one 
recently made opealy, whose ostensible 
purpose was the raising of funds to de- 
fray the expenses of counsel in fighting 
the Geary act inthecourts.

An Americanized Chinaman, who is in 
business in the neighborhood of Mott 
street and who jong ago threw off the 
yoke of the Six mpanies, says that 
every one of bis compatriots in this city 
has received am order to be ready to 
contribute. Who is to act as collector

THE ASIATIC ISTIC STATION, 
The Baltimore toe to Be the New Flag- 
ship. 

Wasnineton, May 16. the Asso- 
ciated Press.]

“A compromise has been effected over 
the disputed physicians’ bill preferred 
py Dr. Keeney and Dr. Morse against 
John W. Mackay for extracting Rippey’s 
bullet and attending him during his re- 
sultant illness.

THE NEW YORK. 


The New Cruiser Starts on Her 
Official Trial Trip. 


Not a Hitch of Any Kind Attended Her 
Departare—It is Probable That 
She Will Earn Large 
Premiums.

May 16.—[By As- 
sociated Press.}| The armored cruiser 
New York is on her official trial trip, 
with the rain falling in torrents. _She 
left the shipyards of William Cramp & 
Sons Company at 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Nota hitch of any kind attended 
her departure, atid so methodical was 
everything conducted that the distin- 
guished Russians, who were on the 
battleship indiana, were in ecstacies of 
delight. The cruiser dropped the lines 
of the tugs as soon as her bow turned 
seaward, and she proceeded majestic- 
ally down the river under her own 
steam. The salutes of passing craft 
were returned by the hoarse whistle of 
the cruiser, and the officers and others 
on the huge craft waved their hats in 
response to the salutations from 
the shore. Four hundred persons are 
aboard the cruiser, including the naval 
board of inspection, appointed by Secre- 
tary Herbert. Edward S. Cramp is the 
superintending engineer in charge of 
the trial and Capt. R. A. Sargent com- 
mands the ship. 

The New York has been stocked with 
provisions for ten days, and has 1000 
tons of coal aboard. She looks every 
inch a fighter, and the fact that she has 
been, painted adds to her warlike ap- 
pearance. With the exception of the 
added length of fourteen feet to her 
three big smokestacks, the general ap- 
pearance of the cruiser is the same as 
when she started on her unofficial trial. 
The official trial will consist of two 
cruises over a measured course between 
Cape Ann, Mass., and Cape Porpoise, 
Me. Should she maintain the record 
made on her unofficial trip, she will 
earn premiums of nearly $200,000 for 
her builders. 


LABOR TROUBLES. 
Indianspolis Teamsters and Laborers 
Strike. 

INDIANAPOLIS, May 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]

Three Banking Houses Forced 
to Close.Their Doors.

VYater.oo (lowa,) May 16.—|By the 
Associated Press.| The First National 
Bank of Cedar Falls suspended at the 
close of business today, being involved 
by the assignment of William M. Field 
& Bro., who failed this morning. Field 
& Bro. control the majority of the 
bank's stock and are among the largest 
importers of draft and coach horses in 


the West. Their failure is due 
to the decline in the stock 
which they handle. The liabilities 
of the bank are estimated at 


$100,000 to $150.000, while the per- 
sonal liabilities of the Fields will be 
fully as much more. No statement of 
the assets can be given as yet. Their 
resources consist . of 125. imported 
draft and coach horses, and large éracts 
of land in lowa, the Dakotas and Kan- 
sas. The bankis in the hands of the 
Comptroller of the Currency. It is said 
to be solvent and will pay all claims in 
full. Its creditors, 152 in number, are 
mostly farmers from the surrounding 
country. 
° A PRIVATE BANK CLOSED. 
BLoomineton (Ill.,) May 16.—The Ex- 
change Bank of Normal, a suburb of this 
city, closeditsdoors today. It was a 
private bank, conducted by W. F. 
Schiereman. The cause of the failure 
was an attempt todo a large business 
without any capital. It has been ex- 
pected for some time. The deposits 
averaged $90,000, and the capital 
stock is supposed to be $25,000. 
CLOSED ITS DOORS. 

Caarteston (S. C.,) May 16.—The 
doors of the Bank of the Carolinas, 
with its home office at Florence, this 
State, have been closed, with notice of a 
temporary suspension untila meeting of 
the directors is held. The capital 
stock of the bank is $60,000. It has 
branches at Kingstree, Conway, Willis- 
ton and Yarnville, in this State, and in 
several towns in North Carolina. It is 
believed that the bank has assets to 
cover allits indebtedness. The strin- 
gency of the money market, and the 
consequent inability to realize on se- 
curities, was the cause of the failure. 


WYMAN'S ASSIGNMENT. 


Ilis Total Debts Now Amount to About 
$600,000.

Erastus Wyman has made 
a general assignment for the benefit of 
his creditors. 

At the close of a conference between 
Erastus Wyman and Attorney A. B. 
Fletcher, the latter gentleman, repre- 
senting a majority of the stockholders, 
made the following statement: ‘‘Wy- 
man figured out with me this morning 
that his total debts amounted tosome 
$600,000. His assets are, to a large 
extent, a matter of mere conjecture, as 
he owns property which might be made 
very valuable could his schemes, in 
some cases already half carried through, 
be brought to perfection.”

He Gives Bail for His Appenrance in

SUNDAY AT THE FAIR. 


The Board. of Directors Adopts a 
Strong Resolution. 


It Votes to Open the World's Fair Gates 
on Sunday and Refund the Loan 
Which Was Made by tht 
Government. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Cuicaco, May 16.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.} A resolution to open 
the fair on Sundays, and return 
the loan advanced by the . Gov- 
ernment, was adopted by the board 
of directors this evening by a 
vote of 34 to 2.". An informal vote was 
taken on a resolution to open the fair 
without saying anything about refund- 
ing the Government’s loan. This was 
carried by a vote of 81 to 6. When 
the roll was ‘called on the resolution 
opening the fair and refunding the Joan 
there were but two dissenting votes. 
The proposition to make the admission 
fee or Sunday 25 cents instgad of 50 
cents was voted down. A resolution 
was adopted providing for opening the 
buildings with the machinery not run- 
ning, with religious services on the 
grounds and sacred music in the choral 
halls. 

The matter will be referred tothe 
National Commission tomorrow, and 
the belief was expressed among the di- 
rectors today that the Natianal Com- 
mission would concur in the action. 

Sabbatarians in various parts of the 
country are telegraphing vigorous pro- 
tests against the proposed opening, 
some of them wildly demanding the aid 
of Federal troops tostop the desecra- 
tion of the Sabbath. The State of ILli- 
nois is likely to take a hand in the legal 
battle which may be waged. . 

Senator Salomon of Cook cca nty bas 
prepared a resolution to be introduced 
in the State Senate at Springfield to- 
morrow, setting forth the facts in the 
case; the wishes ofthe great mass of 
working people, who desire to see the 
fair and be imstructed thereby, and 
who canonly goon Sundays; the fact 
that closing the gates on Sunday has 
the effect of diverting a large mass of 
people to other resorts of less elevat- 
ing, and frequently of a disreputable, 
character; that 100,000 people of the 
working ciasses recently made a futile 
attempt on Sunday to gainentrance to 
the fair; that their exclusion amounts 
to the virtual denial of the privileges of 
visiting the World’s Fair, and thus 
works a hardship to the working 
classes, and instructing the Attorney- 
General to commence any proceedings 
or intervene in any, euita commenced, or 
to be commenced, ‘h for their pur- 
pose the opening of the fair on Sunday, 
and use every legal means at his com- 
mand to the end that the fair may be 
opened to the people on Sunday. 

Wasaincton, May 16.—Atty.-Gen. Ol- 
ney has rendered an opinion in which 
he holds that the laws of Congress pro- 
viding for the World’s Fair prohibit the 
opening of the branch postoffice located 
in the Postofficc Department’s exhibit 
on Sundays. In accordance with this 
opinion the postoffice and the other 
Government exhibits will probably be 
closed on Sundays.

Nosopy will blame China if it adopts 
measures in retaliation for the Geary 
law, andthen when the expulsion of 
American citizens from China com- 
mences there is likely to be music all 
along the Pacific Coast. 


Tae Council at its regular session on 
Monday decided to go ahead with the 
Temple street cut, and directed the 
City Attorney and City Engineer to 
take the required preliminary steps. 
This contemplates the payment of about 
$150,000 in damages that have been 
awarded to property-owners. It comes 
high, but will bea valuable improve- 
ment to the street. 


Tne recent decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in the case 
of the State of California against the 
San Pablo and Tulare Railroad, a 
branch of the Southern Pacific, means 
nothing except that the railroad com- 
pany backed down and paid all taxes 
and penalties before the case was sub- 
mitted, and thus prevented a judgment 
on the merits of the action. The fact 
that the San Pablo case was submitted 
as atest and that there was manifest 
bad faith as well as evidence of timidity 
on the part of the railroad company in 
forestalling a decision by payment of 
all claims, does not cast any cloud on 
the right of the State to proceed with 
all of the other tax cases. Every one 
of them should be pushed.to an issue in 
the court of last resort, if necessary, 
and the great tax-shirker may take ad- 
vantage of the same sharp practice all 
the way through ifit chooses. It is a 
game that two can play at, and.in the 
end, the State will have its taxes and 
the railroad company will have paid 
them and costs and attorney's fees be- 
sides. The railroad company must pay 
its taxes. 


THERE are many people who believe 
that the Supreme Judges who rendered 
the dissenting opinions in the Chinese 
cases have the better of the argument. 
However regular and satisfactory the 
Geary law may appear when we con- 
template a registration of ll the 
Chinese in this country, the fact re- 
mains that they have not registered, 
and we are brought face to face with 
the extreme alternative of banishing all 
who have not complied with the law. 
This means a wholesale system of evic- 
tion greater than all the evictions of 
Ireland or the expulsion of the Moors; 
a wholesale deportation more sweeping 
and arbitrary than that meted out to 
political convicts in Russia. The Gov- 
ernment of the United States is not 
prepared to undertake such drastic 
measures. There is no public fund with 
which to defray the expense. And, 
even allowing that everything else

pulsion of all Chinese laborers would 
be such a shock to the industrial sys- 
tems of the Pacific Coagt as to utterly 
prostrate them. We must begin to look 
at this matter candidiv, and in the 
light of an actual possibility. Neither 
a just consideration of the rights of 
Chinese who are now domiciled in this 
gountry, nor of our own requirements, 
will allow of such a violent alternative 
as the Geary law contemplates.

A Perfectly Gorgeous Scheme. 

Tne Times publishes today a letter 
from Washington, giving further par- 
ticulars of the gigantic real-estate en- 
terprise which contemplates the recla- 
mation of 2,000,000 acres of land in 
the Colorado Basin, one-half of which 
lies within the territory of California 
and one-half in Mexico. The project- 
ors expect to build a canal from a point 
afew miles from Yuma to the Salton 
basin, and thus accumulate a supply of 
water with which to irrigate the broad 
extent of desert on both sides of the 
line. Another tract of 1,000,000 acres, 
belonging to the Blythe estate, is to be 
traversed by the Colorado canal, and it 
is hoped that this may eventually be 
taken into the magnificent scheme. 

It is suggested by our correspondent 
that the lands thus involved-and hype- 
thetically rendered productive consti- 
tute a territory as great as the State of 
Connecticut, and are capable, according 
to this estimate, of producing all the 
fruits and cereals of temperate and sub- 
tropical climates, and of sustaining a 
population of 2,000,000 people (which, 
it will be noted, is only about one per- 
son to the acre.) ° 

Mr. Collis P. Huntington, who effected 
the sale of this fine stretch of desert to 
the wealthy syndicate, is represented 
as saving that if he were only a younger 
man he would willingly give up his rail- 
road business and take his chances 
with this deal forthe creation of $15,- 
000,000 to $20,000,000 of new 
wealth within the nextten years. Al- 
lowing a reasonable margin for Mr. 
fiuntington’s good humor on the occa- 
sien of disposing ofso large a tract of 
railroad land, which was probably in 
little request in the real estate market, 
and conceding on purely sentimental 
grounds that, were circumstances dif- 
ferent, he would be willing to relinquish 
hissubstantial railroad interests for the 
sake of making the desert blossom as 
the rose, we can see that the new en- 
terprise starts out with flattering assur- 
ances.

The sands blow with the 
desert winds until they . scour 
away the telegraph poles. No sort 
of vegetation subsists upon large areas, 
except an occasionai cactus, and no-an- 
imal life survives except the horned 
toad andthe rattlesnake. The whole 
Yolume of the Colorado River would not 
irrigatea tenth part ofthe territory 
named, and the men whomight attempt 
to establish homes there would live in 
Tophet a good part of the year. A pro}- 
ect on a grand scale to people the 
great Desert of Sahara would be just as 
feasible as this scheme to settle up the 
Colorado Desert. Let everybody be- 
ware of this latest thimble-rig in the 
way of a land deal.

The Temple Street Grade. 

Los ANGELES, May 16.-—[To the Editor of 
Tue Times.; The TIMES of yesterday con: 
tained an article upon the proposed re- 
grading of Temple street, and compared 
the assessed valuation with the damages 
awardefl. J venture a few lines in reply. 

The damages were largely determined by 
the cost—the cost of excavating or replac- 
ing the necessary number of cubic yards of 
earth on each property to make it conform 
to the new grade, and the cost of replacing 
the improvements. The figures of the ex- 
ant witness for the city were alone used 
ncomputing this damage. It is clear that 
a $100 lot might necessitate the expendi- 
ture of $1000 to excavate or fill it, and 
thus “far the a of assessed value 
could not enter. 

A small sum was allowed for damage to 
property by reason of its being put upon 
the country side of the hill or decreased in 
altitude. The basisof this damage was 
fixed upon the testimony of a large number 
of reliable ceal estate dealers. The as- 
sessed valuation has no weight, except rela- 
tively, such as comparing properties in the 
same block. To show that an award for de- 
creased altitude is just, it is only necessary 
to state that Flower street fronts in block 
O, Mott tract, are assessed by the city 
about three-fifths as much as the Hope 
street fronts, the former being some thirty 
feet lower. The awards were not excessive, 
and larger ones would be likely to be made. 
incase ofanewtrial. .-

Spectal Correspondence of The Times. 

Wasnincton, May 7.—The dispatches | 
have referred briefly to the fact of the 
sale by C. P. Huntington, on behalf of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, to a 
wealthy syndicate,.of $2,000,000 
worth of lands, located in Southern 
California and below the national 
boundary in Northern’ Mexico. 

This great sale is of more than pass- 
ing interest to rnia, for if the 
purposes of the ¢@pitalists who have 
undertaken such a gigantic enterprise, 
and made stich @ heavy investment, 
which calls for still greater expendi- 
tures of m are carried out, 
the entire territéty involved will 
be reclaimed from~€omparative worth- 
jessness and made to ‘“‘bud and 
blossom as the rose.’ It will be 
made so productive that it will be pos- 
sible «€o establish’ an empire of 
more than two miltfon people, who 
will be not only self-supporting, but 
able to furnish the East, and Europe as 
well, with fruits, Rogey, nuts, and cer- 
tain kinds of vegeta which the soil 
is so well adapted to produce. 

Of the nearly twa million acres of 
land involved in the parchase, 1,000,- 
000 are in Southern California, and are 
included in a pear-shaped strip at the 
northern end of Mexico, near the 
Salton Sink, or SaltomLake, which, two 
years ago, was filled with water by 
some mysteriots drainage from the 
river. The syndicate proposes to build 
acanal from Colorado River, ata 
point perhaps one hundred miles east of 
Yuma, and an egual @istance south of 
the Eureka Cafion. This canal will be 
really only a new channel for the Colo- 
rado River. It will extend throughout 
the entire Salton. territory, and will 
also be carried by another branch into 
Mexico, with the hope that it will be 
possible, by means of these canals, or 
channels, to irrigdte fhe land ih South- 
ern California, and the other 1,000,000 
acres in Mexico,..atthe head of the 
Gulf of California. 

On the west side of the Colorado 
River, in Lower California, lies another 
territory through which this Colorado 
Canalisto be built at once, and this 
may also be ultimately; reclaimed. As 
that is part of the.great estate recently 
decreed by the California courts as be- 
longing to Florence Blythe, and as the 
litigations entailed’ by the: contest of 
Mr. Blythe’s will have more or less 
complicated the estate, it has thus far 
been found impossible to make ar- 
rangements for the development of 
that part of the State. In this Blythe 
tract there are more than one million 
acres, and this also will, it is believed, 
Yoon be developed by: igrigation from 
the Colorado River.

Mr. Huntington, who knows every 
foot of the Western country almost as 
well as he knows his letters, is most en- 
thusiastic over the great enterprise, 
and is reported to have"said, as he laid 
down his pen, after signing the con- 
tract forthe sale: ‘If I were fifteen 
years younger I should abandon my 
railroad business and take hold of this 
development of the irrigable lands in 
Southern California and Northern Mex. 
ico. Iam satisfied that%t is possible to 
develop there wealth from. what is now 
practically nothing; which, in the 
course of ten years, will be represented 
by $15,000,000 or $20;000,000. I 
am, however, too old to-go into new 
enterprises, but I am glad to have 
lived long enough toe realize that this 
splendid country is to be reclaimed.’’ 
The plans of this pluckg and far-see- 
ing set of men who are fhus: willing to 
risk $3,000,000 in what may possibly 
prove only an experiment—for all irri- 
gation schemes are more or less experi- 
mental—are these: .T ~bed of the 
Colorado River is to bg ugiliged. This 
river, which drains a jtergitory 1800 
miles in length, reaching as. far north 
as Idaho, is said to never fail, because 
its supply is derived mainly from snows 
upon the Rocky Mountains. The de- 
posit carried.by the river, richer even 
than that of the Nile, is what has filled 
up so much of the country. from the 
present shores of the Gulf of California 
to Salton Lake. While the soil is most 
fertile, the lack of rain has prevented 
the raising of crops, an@ itis to supply 
the needed Water that this scheme of 
irrigation has been undertaken, and its 
projectors believe they see success: 
fore them. 
In connection with “this” sale and 
prospective investment of such a vast 
fortune in the attempt te solve the ques- 
tion of irrigation, a gentleman named 
Uriah Cummings, recently told some 
wonderful facts regarding the possi- 
bilities of that country, that he said 
‘only needs irrigation to make it the 
most marvelous in its. productive ca- 
pacity on the face of the earth.’’ He 
said he thought ‘the people of the 
United States do not realize what the 
wealth-producing possibilities of that 
region are.’’

The only ques- 
tion is that of capital. .If sufficient 
capital can be procured to develop it, 
it is going to be almost a veritable gar- 
den of Eden, It isacountry where 
there are no cyclones, no storms, no 
thunder-showers. It isa land of flow- 
ers. But it is absurd to say, as some 
people have asserted, that it is possible 


to raise continuous crops there through- 


out the year. Most of the fruit crops 
are annual, and so cannot be continu- 
ous, although, possibly, lemons may be 
so cultivated as to mature for several 
months. Strawberries €ould be culti- 
vated all the year round. Garden 
truck, of course, can be raised con- 
stantly.

THE SUPERVISORS, 


The Issuance of Ocean School Bonds 
Declared Illegal. 


The Records Show That the District Was 
Never Properly Organized—The 
' Board Transacts Some 
Routine Business. 


Yesterday was the time set apart by 
the Supervisors for concluding work on 
the approval and examination of de- 
mands, but under a suspension of the 
rules a number of mattersin the regular 
routine were disposed of. 

On motion of Supervisor Forrester it 
was ordered that S. P. Hunt be em- 
ployed to prepare plans and specifica- 
tions under direction of the Building 
Committee, for the repairing and 
plumbing needed about the County Jail 
building in conformity with the city 
sanitary ordinances, he (Hunt) to re 
ceive for such work 5 per cent. of the 
contract price. 

E. G. Dumas was granted $20 for 
transportation, and Wenzel Izabo $2.75, 
both being indigents and county 
charges. 

A committee consisting of Supervisors 
Cook and Hanly was appointed to con- 
fer with the officials of the Southern 
Pacific Company with a view to getting 
reduced rates on the transportation 
of indigents. 

In the matter of bridges, on motion 
of Supervisor Hanly, the clerk *was in- 
structed to advertise for bids on re- 
pairs tobe done on three bridges on 
Michigan avenue, in the Caiiada road 
district. 

An opinion by Deputy Utley, of the 
District Attorney’s office, was filed rel- 
ative to the legality of the $4000 
Ocean school bonds. Bids on these 
bonds had been advertised for in regu- 
lar form, and last week it being, found 
that the offerof M. K. Snber was the 
highest the same was accepted. Be- 
fore he made the transfer of the cash, 
however, Mr. Suber raised the question 
of legality for his own safety, and it 
seems that it was to his interest that he 
did. As forwarded by the deputy dis- 
trict attorney, the opinion is as fol- 
lows: 

From an examination of the abstract of 
record furnished me in the Ocean School 
‘District bonds, I have to say that the record 
is insufficient in that the origin4l petition 
bears the date of May 5, 1877, indorsed; 
“Filed with the County Clerk May 8, 1877,"’ 
and approved by the County Superintend. 
ent. The affidavit of H. W. Martin thereto 


attached, showing the posting of notices, is. 
| wholly insufficient. 


There is another afii- 
davitof H. W. Martin of September 29, 
1892, purporting to supply that part of 
record, but I deem it too insufficient, as it 
only states where one notice was posted, 
while the statute requires three or more. 
Furthermore, the petition approved by the 
Superintendent of Schools and the records 
of the Board of Supervisors of May 9, 
1877, passing an order creating the dis- 
trict, show that only four days elapsed 
from the date of filing the petition, while 
the statute required at that time that at 
least one week's notice of hearing should 
be given by the Superintendent before 


recommending the petition. That such a. 


notice was given does not affirmatively ap- 
pear from the record: on the con- 
trary, the records and affidavits negative 
the proposition as required. The same 
objection is good as to the change of boun- 
daries, the petition for change being dated 
October 7, 1878, indorsed and approved on 
the same date by the Superintendent, and 
filed with the County Clerk on the same 
date, and on October 10, 1878, the order 
of change was granted by the Board of Su- 
pervisors, being only three days from date 
of filing petition to change. The affidavit 
of C. E. White attempts to supply that por- 
tion of the record as to nature of hearing 
of Superintendent, but I think it wholly in- 
sufficient, the records and original papers 
on file in both petitions for formation and 
to change boundaries being at variance 
with respective affidavits of Martin and 
White, the records being wholly insufficient 
without affidavits. I deem/the afiidavits in- 
sufficient and inconsistent. On the. record 
submitted I must advise that the district is 
not a legal body nor legally -authorized to 
issue-bonds as proposed. 


To obviate the difficulty a reorganiza- 
tion of the school district was sug- 
gested. 


How Mr. Selous Began. 

[From Mr. W. T. Stead’s Character Sketch of 
Frederick Selous in the May Review of

But from his youth up M.'Selous was 
seized with a passion for wandering 
adventure, which could only be satisfied 
in other lands than ours. He himself 
speaks of an inborn ‘love for ‘all 
branches of natural history, which was 
stimulated by the early study of all 
works on sport and travel on which he 
could lay his hands, until the longing 
for the free and easy gypsy sort of life 
described by Gordon Cumming, Bald- 
wMm and others became insupportable, 
and leaving England behind him he 
began his career of adventure in South 
Afnica at the early age of 19. This 
was in September, 1871. He started 
life with £400 in his pockets anda 
constitution that was worth many hun- 
dred pounds.

After a year in England he returned to 
his. first love and spent another five 
years in the African interior. He 
returned home in 1881 for a brief 
visit, but since then, although he has 
twice run over tothe old country during 
the season, he has practically made 
South Africa his home. For the last 
three years he has been working with 
the .Chartered Company in Mashona- 
land. He is now arranging his wonder- 
ful collection of trophies and writing 
his book. ,

PUBL&C SCHOOLS. 


A Large Increase in School Facilities 
Recommended by the Board. 


Estimates of the Propose d 
ings, Sites and Additi Ao 
School forthe South 

Part of the City.

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A meeting of members of the Board 
of Education was held last evening at 
the office of the Superintendent of 
Schools for the purpose of agreeing 
upon recommendations for the purchase 
of needed school buildings and additions, 
together, in some cases, with sites. 

Six of the members of the board were 
present, and a communication was sub- 
mitted from every one of the represen- 
tatives of school interests. Nearly all 
of the communications statedthe num- 
ber of additional schoolrooms needed, 
and also the repairs considered neces- 
sary. 

The object of the meeting being to 
decide ‘upon recommendations for ex- 
penditures to be voted upon at a special 
election rather than those to be included 
within the annual tax levy, the matter 
of repairs was not acted upon. 

The estimates as prepared by the 
members from the respective wards 
were taken up respectively and the 
following recommendations were de- 
cided upon: 

First Ward—Four additional rooms 
each at the Hayes street and Hellman 
street schools. Total estimated cost, 
including furniture, $14,400. — 

Second Ward—An eight-room build- 
ing, withsite, near the Castellar street 
school. Total cost, including furniture, 
$22,400. 

Third Ward—One eight-room building 
in place of the present Frémont avenue 
school. Total cost, including furnitnre, 
$12,450. 

Feurth Ward—Four additional rooms 
Total 
estimate, including furniture, $13,200. 

Fifth Ward—An eight-room building 
near Grand avenue and Twenty-fourth 
street. Total cost, including building, 
site and furnitiire, estimated $25,400. 

Sixth Ward—An eight-room building 
near’Pico and Santee streets. Total 
cost; including site and furni- 
ture, estimated $22,400. 

Seventh Ward—An eight-room build- 
ing near Sixthand San Pedro streets. 
Total cost, including building, site and 
furniture, estimated $28,400. . 

Eighth Ward—A site near Macy and 
Lyon streets and the removal of the 
Railroad street building to the site. 
Total cost estimated 612,000. 

Ninth Ward—Four additional rooms 
at the Macy street school. Total cost, 
including grading and furniture, esti- 
mated $9000. 3 

The aggregate of these sums amounts 
to $159,650, or considerably less than 
$18,000 per ward when averaged. 

The question of how to get along eco- 
nomically for another year and yet fur- 
nish the required High school facilities 
was next,discussed. 

Some one suggested that the present 
overcrowded condition of the High 
school could be relieved, for the com- 
ing year at least, by dividing the ninth 
grade students, who would otherwise 
attend there, among the various schools 
to be enlarged or established. This 
plan was objected to on the ground 
that some of the subjects within the 
ninth grade are not taught by the 
teachers of the other grades. and the 
carrying out of\ this scheme would re- 
quire the teachers of these branches to 
either be stationed at the various 
schools, or else travel from one school 
to another at a rather heavy expense 
for car fare. 

The proposition to establish branch 
high schools at East Los;Angeles and 
elsewhere, and to rent rooms for high 
school purposes, did not meet with 
great favor, and it was finally decided 
to recommend that a high school be lo- 
cated in the southern portion of the 
city at-a total estimated expense, in- 
cluding building, site and furniture, of 
$108,500, that amount being Superin- 
tendent Friesner’s estimate. 

It was further decided to submit the 
high school proposition separately from 
the others. 

The Board of Education will meet 
next Monday evening, and, it is ex- 
pected, will -adopt these reports, after 
which the questions will be presented 
to,the Board of Supervisors instead of 
to the City Council. This will be in 
compliance with the Supreme Court de- 


cision, mentioned in yesterday’s Times. 


If favored.by the Supervisors, then the 
matter may be submitted to the people. 


THOSE SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 


Some of the Complications Likely to Grow 
Out of the Rulings. 

A number of city officials and others 
were asked a‘Times reporter yesterday 
in regard to what they thought about 
the Supreme Court decisions in-the San 
Diego cases, an- account of which ap- 
peared in yesterday’s issue of this 
paper. Nearly all of those interviewed 
expressed themselves as having not had 
suficiert opportunity to consider the 
question. 

City Attorney McFarland said he had 
observed the decision, but hdd given it 
no particular attention. 

Councilman Munson, when asked as to 
how he thought it would affect the 
$15,000 recently turned over to the 


Board of Education by the City Coun- 


cil, said that, though according to 
this decision the Council might not 
have authority to levy a tax for school 
purposes, yet it would.seem to him that 
there was nothing to prevent the Coun- 
cil from loaning money tod the school 
board. 

Another feature of the question may 
lead to some peculiar complications. 
According to one of the decisions, a 


city treasurer has no right to the cus- 


tody of the school funds. On inquiry 
yesterday it was learned that last Sat- 
urday night the common schooi fund in 


the city treasury was overdrawn $13,- 


530.11, while the teachers’ salary fund 


-was $138,578.45 overdrawn. 


Whether the County Treasurer will 
be obliged to assume this deficit or 
whether some other disposition will be 
made of it remains to be determined.

La Canada Water Rights the 
Bubject of Dispute, 


Many Owners to a Single Piece of 


The Two. Stewarts and the Trouble 


Fonda, the Crook, the Second Criminal 
to Be Benefited by Technical Errors 
tm Complaintse—Hearing in the 
Yoakum Will Case, 


The ownership and control of certain 
streams of water known by the names 
of the Sutton, Mulaly and Pickens 
Cajion, which flow in the Cafiada dis- 
trict, and which naturally and finally 
unite on lands in the cafion last named, 
- are the prime causes which have given 
rise to the suit of B. B. Briggs against 
J. Ih Lanterman and others, now on 
trial in Department Five. 

The plea of ‘the plaintiff is that the 
defendants haye, in time gone by, been 
accustomed to use some of the water 
flowing in the joint streams, but that 
all Of the waters not so diverted, form- 
ing a valuable and considerable body, 
have beef accustomed to flow in their 
natural’ course upon the lands of the 
plaintiff, and belong to him by reason 
of his ownership of the lands from and 
upon which the said waters flow, and 
that all of the waters not diverted by 
the Gefendants naturally run upon the 
plaintiff’s land, Briggs further claims 
that, at an expense of some $7000, he 
constructed flumes and pipes and di- 
verted all of the water flowing in Pick- 
ens Caijion, which he used to irrigate 
his orchards. Since that time the de- 
fendants have started in to enlarge 
their pipes and flumes to such a size as 
to carry away all of the water hereto- 
fore flowing onto the lands of the plain- 
tiff, and the prayer of the latter was 
therefore that they be restrained from 
- so doing by an order of the Court until 
the matter was finally settled. 

It appearing that the plaintiff, Briggs, 
had recently died, on motion, his ad- 
‘ ministrator, E. G. Crane, was substi- 

tuted ‘as plaintiff yesterday morning 
when the case was begun. A. M. 
Stephens, Esq., appeared for the piain- 
tiff, and Messrs. Conklin and Meserve 
for the defense. 

THE WILL CONTESTED. 

The case on the contest of the will of 
Emily R. Yoakum was begun yesterday 

‘in Department Two before Judge Clark 
and a jury who were summoned to try 
the special issues inthe cause. 

The contest arises upon the offeripg 
of-the will of the deceased to probate, 
the cemplainant being the husband, 
George Yoakam. Just previous to her 
death, Mrs. Yoakum, who was a resi- 
cent of Pasadena, executed her last wil! 
and testament, by which she bequeathed 
to her sister, Lizzie Bradley, the sum of 
$30Q, and the residue of her estate to 
her children, George E., Marion A., 
Ada A., Ernest L. and Frank Yoakum 
and Jessie IF. Wade, in equal shares. 
To her husband she left nothing, giving

In'contesting the will the husband 
claimed as prounds that the ddcument 
was-not the last will and testament of 
his wife, and that at the alleged time

The case was not concluded last 
night, and went over until today for 
further hearing. . 

MIXED TITLE RIGHTS. 

There are two Robert Stewarts in 
town, and one is white and the other 
colored, but notwithstanding the nat- 
ural mark of individuality, a case which, 
-in a measure, has for its object the solu- 
tion as to which is which, has just been 
ruled on by Judge Clark. The ruling 
was On a demurrer to the complaint in 

. the cause of William Bradshaw vs. 
William Pridham, an action to recover 
an amount paid for acertain lot inthe 
‘Urmston tract. The plaintiff claims 
that in the month of July, 1887, Robert 
Stewart, a white man, was the owner 
of lot 8 in the tract named, which he 
shortly afterward transferred to one 
Maxwell. Then on May 24, 
other Robert Stewart, colored, gave'a 
deed to the selfsame property to W. D. 
Grady. Then Grady unconsciously 
‘mixed up the title by transfering his 
supposed interest to the defendant. 
‘Again another thread was added to the 
snarl when Pridham delivered his right 
to the plaintiff, who, in tura, executed 
_ a @eed in favor of one Stone, the con- 
sideration being $250. “At this junc- 
ture Maxwell appeared on the scene 
and set up his claim to the property, 
' when an investigation showed the ex- 
istence of the two Stewarts. The 
plaintiff had no knowledge of the own- 
ership of the lot by the whité Stewart, 
and believed that he, on a transfer from 
Pridham, had legally entered into pos- 
session of it. Maxwell threatened suit 
to quiet title, whereupon Stone deliv- 
erédto him a quitclaim deed tothe 
realty, and the plaintiff delivered to 
Stone the $250 which he had received 
in payment for the same. Following 
back the claim, Bradshaw then asked 
for judgment against Pridham for $180. 
The defendant demurred to the com- 
plaint on the grounds that the facts 
stated did not constitute a cause of ac- 
tion, and prayedthat the case be dis- 
missed. In his opinion Judge Shaw 
gave it as his beMef that it was clear 
_ that the successors ininterest of Grady 
all believed that Robert Stewart, the 
owner of the lot in question, had con- 
veyed the same to Grady, or was ignor- 
ant of the fact that the person who con- 
_ veyed to Grady was not Robert Stew- 
art, the owner of the lot, but another 
person of the same name; also that it 
might be, for aught that the complaint 
showed, that the parthes did not exam- 
ine any claim of title, but merely ac- 
cepted the deed on the statements of 
the other party and the belief on the 
part of thegrantor that it conveyed the 
simple title in accordance with the pre- 
sumption. The Court was of the belief 
that one who purchases land under a 
mutual mistake cannot recover the pur- 
chase money so long ashe retains pos- 
session, and doubted if he could do so 


_ Upon a voluntary surrender of posses- | 


sion without demand, or upon volun- 
tarily executing aquit-claim deed to the 
paramount ower, and further held that, 
as the complaint might be amended so 
as toclear the suspicion of doubt, he 
would sustain the demurrer, but allow 
leave to amend the complaint.

Fish, Wooster and Simpson, well equipped 
with facts, figures and other valuable data 
bearing upon pavements in general, and 
cement-asphalt pavements in particular. 
Before proceeding, under call to order, to 
act upon the specifications it was agreed to 

“indulge in a general and informal discus- 
sion, which was participated in by the 
members of the Council present, the City 
Engineer, the City Attorney and the mem- 
bers of thé committee. The specifications 
which experience has taught Los Angeles 
to prepare for similar work, were read in 
detail by Mr. Fish, and those drafted for 
use here were, at the suggestion and re- 
quest of the committe, changed in several 
minor particulars, as well as in one or two 
important points. Tie most prominent of 
these was that providing for stone gutters 
in place of asphalt, and that stone be put 
along the rails of street car lines. The in- 
gredients, manner of combination, weightof 
roller to be used, plans from which to work, 
and other details were freely discussed, the 
consensus of opinion being really summed 
up in Mr. Fish’s terse remark that ‘‘we 
want totake plenty of time to secure a 
sure-thing pavement, and the property- 
owners are willing to pay for such a re- 
sult.” 

The Council finally organized by electing 
Mr McQuilling president pro tem, and the 
matter was continued until the next regu- 
lar meeting, when it is expected that the 
amended specifications will be formally 
adopted. 

Adjourned.

When the cases of Allen, Loveland, 
Wilson, Morris and others, charged 
with criminal libel, were heard on 
preliminary examination before’ the 


Justice Court, the testimony given therein 
Was transcribed by the reporter and the 
typewritten transcript tiled ‘with the Clerk 
of the Superior Court. On the preliminary 
cxamination witnesses were introduced 
who testified that the unsold lots remain. 
ing in the town of Summerlend 
were not of the valuable character de- 
scribedinthe glittering prospectus of the 
assignment scheme issued by the Williams 
committee, and also that they (the wit- 
nesses) would not believe H. L. Williams 
under oath, saying that he was a totally 
unreliable man. These extracts were taken 
from the typewritten transcript and printed 
in pamphletform by some of the anti-Will- 
iams faction and distributed to Spiritualists 
generally. Mr. Williams, of course, ob- 
jected to this, and, to show his lack of ap- 
preciation of the efforts of his friends, the 
enemy, to publish information about the 
trial, filed a complaint before 
Crane Monday evening. charging W. P.

Firemen Out in Foree Before the 
Santa Ana Trustees. 


Dissatisfied With the Compensation Here- 
tofore Allowed Them—Silver Wed- 
ding—More School Trouble— 
Notes and Personals. 


SANTA ANA. 

The fact that the firemen were out in 
full force at the meeting of City Trustees 
Monday evening does not necessarily indi- 
cate that there was a conflagration. 

For the past ten days or two weeks it 
has been known thatthe members of the 
fire company were dissatistied with the ac- 
tion of the Auditing Committee at a recent 
meeting in cutting down the wages of the 
watchmen who were left on guard at the 
recent Errecca tire from $3 to $2 per night, 
This dissatisfaction grew, and finally re- 
sulted in the presence of ascore or more 
of the firemen at the meeting Monday even- 
ing with acommunication tothe board ask- 
ing that its action reducing the watchmen's 
wages be rescinded, and that they be paid 
the former price; also that hereafter the 
sum of $2.50 be paid to each and every one 
of the firemen who responds to the alarm of 
fire, except at such times when the Chief 
may decide that the alarm was false and 
their services were not needed; also that 
the sum of $2 per year for each fireman be 
paid to the County Assessor for State poll 
tax. 

These demands were not considered ex- 
travagant by the Council, although it was 
freely declared by that honorable body that 
it did not like the manner in which the mat- 
ter was brought up. Several members of 
the board frankly admitted that they 
thought, after further investigation, that 
the sum of $3 per night for each watch- 
man ata fire was not too much, and they 
were willing to rescind their former action, 
but, as to the other demands, there were 
certain legal complications upon which the 
board desired to be more tullv satisfied, and 
therefore a motion was made and carried 
to postpone action on the matter until the 
next regular meeting. before which time 
the City Attorney was instructed to render 
awritten opinion as to whether or not, if 
an ordinance was passed providing for the 
demands of the fire company, and fixing a 
specific amount to be paid them for their 
services, it would legally constitute a paid 
department, 

Other business as follows was transacted: 

I. N. Rafferty appeared before the board 
and asked permission to lay an inch-and-a- 
half pipe from the main to his property on 
Hermosa street, and the request was re- 
ferred to Trustee Pitman. 

The petition of D. T. Brock, asking per- 
+ mission to erect 2 small wooden shed in the 
rear of the Glenwood, was ,ranted, pro- 
viding he coverjthe same with corrugated 
iron. 

A communication from the Santa Ana 
Gas and Electric Company, pertaining to 
the city owning, and operating its own elec- 
tric light plant, was read, discussed and 
ordered placed on file. 

The official bond of Z. B. West, City At- 
torney, for $1000, was received and ac- 
cepted. 

A communication from members of thé 
W.C.T.U., asking the board to pass an or- 
dinance prohibiting the pasting of nude 
and obscene pictures upon bill boards or 
otherwise throughout thecity, was received 
and placed on file. 

Sealed bids for boring an artesian well 
for the use of the city were opened, and 
bids found from the following parties: W. 
H. Morrow of Downey, C. B. Mosher of 
Pasadena, George Marfin of Santa Ana and 
HK. G. Howell of Westminster. H. G. 
Howell's bid was found to be the lowest, 
but, as some further arrangements had to 
be made in regard to the contract, Messrs. 
Hunt and Pitman were appointed a com- 
mittee, with power to act, to investigate 
and pass upon the bids. 

Trustee Hunt, of the Street Committee, 
‘recommended that a wooden culvert be 
placed at the intersection of French and 
Sixteenth streets, andthe matter was re- 
ferred to the Street Committee and Street 
Superintendent. 

Ordinance No. 166, naming certain 
streets, was read and referred to the City 
Attorney. 

Ordinance No. 1&7, fixing the bond of the 
Street Superintendent, was read and re- 
ferred to the City Attorney. 

Ordinance No. 168, defining and prescrib- 
ing the duties of certain officers was read 
and referred to the City Attorney. 

The board adjourned to meet Monday 
evening June 5.

fered from the protracted drought, par 
ticularly wh in the eastern districts, 
barley has the dry weather 
better, and is in fair condition. Haying > 
in full progress and a large crop is bel: 

made. The fruit prospect contiaues 


bright and the trees remain in good shape. 
Reports in detail are as follows: 

Ventura county--Bardsdale: The weather 
was cooland cloudy, favorable tocrops ex- 
cept hay; eariy potatoes are a tair crop 
and are selling at cents a pound to 


dealers. 
Los Angeles county--Lancaster: A 
thunderstorm occurred on the Ilith, the 


rain was of much benefit to grain, which 
is somewhat hurt in places by dry weather. 
The Palms: The weather was cl. udy with a 


coming up well. Colegrove: A 
sprinkle of rain feil on Friday from the 
edge of a thunderstorm; all fruits promise 
abundant crops. Verdugo: Barley being 
generally cut for hay, the cropis cood; all 
deciduous fruits well set except apricots: 
orange trees blossoming heavily. Duarte: 
The week was for the most part cool and 
cloudy; haying is well advanced; prunes 
give promise of a heavy crop and are 
doing well; - loaded; oranges are 
most gone. 

San Bernardino county—Ontario: The 
week was cool, with foggy mornings and 
showers on Friday; condititions tavorable 
to tree planting; deciduous planting about 
over, and a large area being put to citrus 
trees. Chino: Thesugar-beet crop never 
looked better than now; thinning is going 
on with a large force. Riverside: The 
bay and grain crops are a decided success. 
and are being harvested: oranges avec 
nearly all off; all fruits are blossoming 
very freely. 

Orange county — Anaheim: Cloudy 
weather prevailed with a thunder-storm on 
Friday; .17 of an inch of rain fell, doing 
no damage, but greativ helped corn; the 
conditions were about the same as last 
week; more hay and barley will be har- 
vested this year than ever before; the San 
Joaquin ranch has 25,000 acres in bariey. 
Santa Ana: The barley crop will be large, 
and the hay yield the best possible; potato 
crop coming on finely; all kinds of fruits 
are promising. except apricots; the acre- 
age of corn will be largely increased this 
year; a light rain fell Friday. Tustin: 
The week was unusually cool and cloudy 
with alight rain on the llth, which did no 
damage, though considerable hay was 
down; the hay crop is very large; the 
apricot crop will be from light to fair, and 
quality good; prunes promise well, the 
trees are unusually thrifty and well filled 
with fruit: orange shipments continue 
about az the previous week. Buena Park: 
Haying has begun in earnest; the crop is 
very large in this vicinity.
